2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) . 

All the documents cited in the ISR were category A only. Therefore the claimed invention is not disclosed in 
any of these documents and hence all the claims are novel and inventive. 

None of the cited documents discloses a method of fabricating a nanoscale or atomic scale device in which 
registration markers are created and both the markers and the tip of an STM are imaged to accurately position the 
STM tip in order to pattern the active region of the device. 
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
